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[20] CHAPTER 3. 

DAVIS COUNTY COURT HOUSE. 

AN ACT authorizing the county commissioners court of the county of Davis, to have 
a vote taken in relation to buUdlng a court house in said county. 

Be it enacted by the General A.'f.'fem.bly of the Rtate of Iou'a: 

SECTION 1. Vote. That t.he county commissioners of the connt~· of DaviR 
may at any regular or special term of said court, after the taking f'fff'ct. of 
this act, order a vote to be taken in said county, for th(> purpose of deter­
mining whether or not a special tax shall be levied by said commissioners. 
for the purpose of building a court house in said county. 

SEC. 2. Entered on record. Should said commL"Isioners decide to have 8 
vote taken as abovf', the same shall 1)e entpred on record in said eonrt, and 
also the time when said election shall be held. 

SEC. 3~ Notice. It shall thereupon after said order, be the duty of thp 
clerk of said board to give at least twenty days notice of the same. by post­
ing or causing to be posted up a nc:.eic(> of said election. at the place of 
holding elections in each of the sev~ral townships in said county, of the time 
of said election. 

SEC. 4. Vote viva voce for tax or against tax. If an election shall be or­
dered, a poll shall be opened at each of the election precincts in saiel county. 
the vote shall be taken viva voce, and the question shall be pllt to said 
voter in this or an eqllivalent form: Are you in favor of or against a tax 
for building a court house? and the votf' shall be put down in t.hf' column 
corresponding to the vote. FOT this purpose a separate book shall he opened 
at each election. precinct, and aftpr said election said poll book shall be 
returned sealed in a separate f'nvelope by itself. to the clerk of saiel board 
of commissioners. certified as othf'r f'lection rf'tllrns, within th(' time pre­
scribed for other el~ction returns. 

SEC. 5. AsBess tax-not to exceed. If a majority of tlle votes cast on tllp 
question shalf be in favor of a tax, said commissioners shall therf'­
upon at the first regular or Rppcial term thereaft('r procerd to IlsseflS 
a tax for the purpose aforesaid, on all taxable propprty in 1211 said 
county; which amount shall not exceed that .a~css('d or allowf'd to he 
assessed for county purposes. which said assessml'nt ma~' he contilllwd from 
year to year until said court h0118(, is entirely completed. 

SEC. 6. Duplic&t&-collection, Whl'n the assessmf'nt shall hf' made. the 
clerk of th(' :'oard shall mak(' out a list of the sllm('. and df'linr it to the 
collector of said county, who shall thereupon proceed without delay to col­
lect the same, and for this purpose tlu.'rf' shall hf' conferl'l'd upon him all 
the powers now confel'l'ild for the purpose of collecting state and connty rev­
enue. 

SEC. 7. P&yment. Said coll('ctor shall acconnt for and pay over to said 
board or to the cl('rk thI'TI'of. once ('wry month all mon('~'fI coll('cted hy him 
for the purpose above mentionpd. 

SEC. 8. From last &8S't. In making said assessm('ut the commissiollf'rs 
shall make the same from the last state and county as!ll'!{Sm'O!nt. for the pur­
pose contemplated in this act. . 

~F.c.!l. Collector to give bond. B('fore the colll'ctor shaH hf' authorizf'd 
to colle(!t the tax levj(>d under t.he provisions of this al't. ht' shall f'Xrcllt.e 
8 special bond payahl(' to said board of commissioners and thf'ir sl1ec'essors 
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in office, faithfuU.'· to perform the duties enjoined on him by this act, which 
hond may be' put in snit for any and every breach of thE' samE': said bond 
shall be for such amount as said board may dir~ct. 

SEC. 10. Power confeITed. All powers conferred on the board of commis· 
sioners by tht, t.hirty-fifth section of an lIct entitled IlIl Ilct to provid.· for 
levying and collecting revenue for state and county purpost'!s, approved Feb­
ruary 25th, 1847, are also conferred upon the board of commissioners of 
Davis county for the purpose contained in this lIct. and t.hey shall also have 
the same power should said collector fail to qualify within two weeks after 
ll8.id assessment, having due notice thereof. 

SEC. 11. Pees. The collector shall receive the same compensation for his 
duties under this act as is allowed by the forty-second sertion of thf' above 
named revenue act.. approved February 25th, 1847. 

SEC. 12. Report of district court. When the tax assessed for the pur· 
poses of this act or any portion tht'reof, shall remain dup. II.nd unpaid for 
twelve months aft.f'r said assessment, it shall be the duty of the county t.reas­
urer to make report thereof to the district court [221 of said count.'· at the 
tirst term tlwrclIft(·r. which report Mhall conform aK llf·art." 1111 rna." Ill' to that 
prescribed for state and county revenue. 

SEC. 13. Give notice four w.... Before making application to the dis­
trict court as is above pl'ovided, the collector shall give notice as is pre· 
scribed in similar cases for state and county revenue, except that the first 
advertisement shall be four instead of six weeks, and all farther proceedings 
shall be as provided by law for the sale of lands for the collection of statl' 
and county revenue; and conveyances shall he made under thE' saml' rf'(Cula· 
tions and with the same effect. 

SEC. 14. To take effect. This ar1 shall takE' effect and he in forcf' from 
and after its passage.

RIGHT OF WAY. 

AN ACT to grant tht' rIght of way to thE' Davenport and Iowa City raUroad ('ompany. 

He it enar.fpd by flip Gou'raJ .h.~I'»Ibl!l fit the Statp of 1011:(1: 

SECTION 1. Right of way, That there is hereby granted to thl' Davenport 
and Iowa City rail road company and to their Sllcc!'!ssors and assillD8, the 
right of way for their road through any street or alley of Iowa City. from 
the eastern boundary thpreof to centre markl't. and also a strip one hundred 
feet wide throug'h sprtions sixtppn and any oth!']' l/ln~ whif·h ma." IIf' owned 
hy the state of Iowa. 

SEC. 2. Grant obtained in writing-owner refusing, district court to ap­
point freeholders to assess damages and report to clerk-company may ,al' 
clerk-appeal-not delay, That ill obtaining the right of way for their 
said rail road, over and across the lands of indi"idnal proprietors, tht' said 
company and their assig'ns, may proceed in the manner following'. (tllat. is to 
say), the grant of such right of way, from individual owners'resident of thp 
county in which the land is situatt>d, or who have agpnts or /lllllrdillJlS rpsidrllt
